European orchestras 
have a tradition of a hundred years 
and more; they think it isn’t nec­ 
essary for the conductor to re­ 
hearse more than once or twice 
with them. 
I am not questioning 
the abiiity of the players. 
They

Sense Testimony. 
One of the basic causes of so 
much discord and sickness today 
is the general acceptance by m an­ 
kind of personal sense testimony 
as reliable and true.

Sense tes­ 
timony subjects us to many con­ 
flicting beliefs, while Truth only 
is knowable, for there is only on* 
Truth.

Copies of the 192S-29 digest of 
the important general gam e laws 
of Michigan have been received by 
County Clerk R. H. Labre from the 
state department of conservation. 
General

"All persons over IT years of age 
must secure from the department 
of conservation, county clerk of 
conservation officer, a license to 
hunt and trap any birds or animals, 
found in this state.

Season on beaver closed until No­ 
vember I. 1930. 
"Automobiles, power boats and 
aircraft are prohibited in the hunt­ 
ing of pan ridge or waterfowl.

This applies to both 
magazine and barrels.
